any  bid  or  estimate  for  the  above  w^ork  ;  and  that  it  is  in  all  re- 
spects fair,  and  without  collusion  or  fraud;  and  also  that  no 
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member  of  the  Oommon  Conoeil^  head  of  a  department,  chief 
of  Abarean,  depatj  thereof,  or  clerk  thereiBj  or  other  officer  of 
the  corporation,  is  directly  or  indirectly  interested  therein,  or 
in  the  sapplies  or  work  to  which  it  relates,  or  in  any  portion  of 
the  profits  thereof.    Where  more  than  one  person  is  interested^ 
it  is  requisite  that  the  verification  be  made  and  subscribed  by 
all  the  parties  interested.     Each  estimate  shall  also  be  accom- 
panied by  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  two  householders  or  free- 
holders of  the  City  of  New  York,  with  their  respective  places 
of  bosiness  or  residence,  to  the  effect  that,  if  the  contract  be 
awarded  to  the  person  or  persons    making   the   estimate,  they

The  said  party  of  the  first  part,  in  consideration  of  the  nn- 
kiDgB,  promises  and  agreements  her^^in  contained  on  the 
of  the  said  party  of  the  second  pait,  to  be  performed,  ful- 
filled and  kept,  doth  undertake,  promise  and  agi*ee  to  and  with 
Baid  party  of  the  second  part,  to  furnish  all  tbe  labor,  mate- 
rials, machines  and  implements  necessary  or  proper  for  the 
parpose,  and  to  clean  and  cause  to  be  cleaned,  all  streets, 
•Tennes,  lanes,  uUeys,  places,  gutters,  wharves,  piers  and  heads 
of  slips  in  the  First  Street  Cleaning  District  of  said  city,  ex- 
oeptsQch  as  are  within  any  park  under  the  control  and  man- 
if^iQeot  of  the  Department  of  Public  Parks,  and  keep  the 
tsmeatall  times  thoroughly  clean,  and  to  remove  from  said 
dijstrict  as  often  as  required  by  the  following  specifications,  all 
dirt,  ftshee,  garbage,  rubbish  and  sweepings,  and  all  material 
which  may  be  gathered  in  the  process  of  street  cleaning,  and 
will  romoTe  as  fast  as  collected  such  ashes,  dirt,  garbage,  rub- 
hifthand  sweepings,  and  all  material  gathered  in  the  process 
of  itreet  cleaning,  from  the  said  district  to  the  dumping  places 
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desigDated  from  tima  to  time  by  the  Commissioner  of  Street 
Gleaning. 

The  First  Street  Cleaning  District  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
designated  by  the  Cummissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  of  said 
city,  pursuant  to  law,  shall  consist  of  all  that  portion  of  the 
City  of  New  York  boundecl  as  follows  : 

On  the  north  by' the  sontberly  line  of  Fourteenth  street,  from 
Broadway  westerly  to  the  North  or  Hndson  river;  on  the 
easterly  side  by  the  westerly  line  of  Broadway,  from  Foor- 
teenth  street  to  Battery  place  ;  on  the  southerly  side  by  the 
southerly  line  of  Battery  place,  from  Broadway  to  the  North 
or  Hudson  river,  and  on  the  westerly  side  by  the  North  or 
Hudson  river,  from  Battery  place  to  Fourteenth  street 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  undertakes,  promises  and 
agrees  to  do  and  perform  said  street  cleaning  and  the  removal 
of  all  material  hereinabove  mentioned^  in  such  manner  as  to 
fnlly  comply  with  the  conditions  and  provisions  of  Chapter  367 
of  the  Laws  of  1881,  and  all  laws  and  ordinances  and  provi- 
sions of  the  Sanitary  Code  in  force  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
and  so  as  not  to  create  any  obligation,  claim  or  demand,  nor 
furnish  any  just  ground  for  any  action,  suit  or  legal  proceeding 
against  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  or  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning  of  the  City 
of  New  York,  and  to  do  alt  the  work  hereinabove  mentioned 
in  strict  conformity  to  the  following  specificatious  which,  with 
the  schedules  and  map  therein  mentioned,  and  which  are  an- 
nexed to  this  contract  are,  and  are  to  be  taken  as  forming  part 
of  this  contract. 


Specifioations. 


FiBST* — Whenever,  in  this  agreement,  the  word  "streets 
is  used  it  shall   cover  all  the  public  avenues,  streets,  lanes, 
alleys,  places,  wharvesi  piers  and  heads  of  slip%  within  the 
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First  Street  Cleaning  District,  except  such  as  are  within  any 
park  Under  the  ooGtrol  and  management  of  the  Department  of 
Pablic  Parks ;  as  to  streets  and  avenues^  the  area  of  the  road- 
bed between  the  carbs  is  intended. 


Second. — In  the  execation  of  this  contract  all  ashes,  garbage, 
dirt,  aud  street  sweepings  collected  by  the  Contractor,  by  his 
agents  or  employees,  shall  be  dumped  upon  scows  or  boats 
femiBbed  by  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning  or  by  any  of 
lisRgenlSp  employees  or  contractors,  at  the  damps  or  dumping 
boards  along  the  river  front  on  the  North  or  Hudson  river,  but 
wbeoeTer  a  scow  or  scows,  boat  or  boats,  is  or  are  not  present 
at  said  damps  or  dumping  boards,  for  tlie  purpose  of  taking  the 
said  ashes,  garbage,  dirt  and  stieet  sweepings  on  board,  the 
Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees,  shall  cau^e  the  said  ashes,

Nineteenth  street,  and  on  the  East  river  not  higher  or  more 
i^rly  than  the  dump  at  the  foot  of  Market  street.

The  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  reserves  the  right  to 
increase  or  lessen  the  number  of  dumps  or  dumping  places, 
or  boards,  or  to  change  their  location  from  time  to  time  as  he 
may  determine,  and  the  Contractor  shall  not  receive  any  extra 
compensation  in  consequence  of  any  such  increase  or  lessen- 
ing of  the  number  of  the  said  damps  or  dumping  boards,  nor 
by  reason  of  any  such  change  in  their  location* 

FounTH.— Whenever  the  Comraissioner  of  Street  Cleaning 
ahaB,  in  writing,  so  order,  the  Contractor  shall  deposit  ashes 
and  street  sweepings,  or  either  of  them,  within  the  said  dia* 
triot,  to  fill  in  any  sunken  lots,  lands  or  places,  so  far  as  it  may 
be  legally  permissible  to  do.

be  completely  cleaned  throughout  their  entire  length  and  width,

TfTELfTH* — The  Third  class,  consisting  of  the  streets  and 
p&rls  of  streets  south  of  Fourteenth  street  and  west  of  Broad- 
way not  colored  on  the  map  hereto  annexed,  and  described  in 
lebedale  **  D  **  hereto  annexed,  shall  be  completely  cleaned

:. — The  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  may  au-

Washington  street,  from  Battery  place  to  Canal  street 
Greenwich  street,  from  Battery  place  to  Canal  street

College  place   and  West  Broadway,  from   Barclay  to 

Canal  street. 
South  Fifth  avenue,  from  Canal  street  to  West  Fourth

Varick    and  Carmine  streets    and  Sixth  avenue,  from 

Franklin  street  to  West  Fourteenth  street 
Aqc]  such  other  streets  as  the  Commissioner  may  designate. 

8tTS{rrB£39TH< — The  work  of  removing  snow  from  the  streets 
ted  in  the  last  section,  shall  be  performed  in  the  fol* 
tnaooer : 

L  While  snow  is,  falUog  all  crosswalks  for  foot  passengers 
Uiill  be  kept  clear,  and  proper  efforts  made  to  keep  the  traSBc 
open. 

If  there  should  be  a  high  wind  at  the  time,  and  the  snow 
drifts  in  consequence,  the  drifts  of  snow  shall  be  cut  through 
or  leveled  to  permit  the  traffic  of  vehicles  to  continue. 

1  As  goon  as  the  snow  ceases  to  fall,  all  the  force  of  laborers 
employed  by  the  Contractor  shall  be  immediately  put  to  work 
to  olaar  the  gutters  and  openings  into  sewersj  in  preparation 
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for  a  Buddan  thaw,  and  the  snow  shall  be  carted  away  at  once 
from  sach  streets  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Commissioner  of

3*  If  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Street  Cleaning,  that  the  work  described  in  the  second 
subdivisioo  of  this  seventeenth  section  cannot,  by  reason  of  an 
unusual  accumulation  of  snow,  be  performed  by  the  Contractor 
withiD  tbe  time  therein  fixed  for  such  performance,  the  said  Com- 
missioner will  allow  such  further  time  therefor  as  he  may  deem 
proper.  The  spirit  antl  intent  of  this  seveoteeuth  section

NmrTEENTH. — The  Commiflsioner  of  Street  Cleaning  will 
aothorize,  in  writiog,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  neoessary^ 
the  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees,  to  domp  or  cause  to 
be  dumped,  snow  and  ice  from  the  ends  or  near  the  ends  of

— Whenever  any  snow  plow,  sweeping  machine, 
or  other  similar  instrument  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with 
KDOv,  isnsed  by  the  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees,  it 
the  tlirowing  up  of  the  snow  by  any  such  plow,  machine  or  in- 
strnmant  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street 
CItsaniog,  render  the  street  or  streets  unsafe  or  impassable  for 
tniTel^  or  make  incooveuient  the  approach  to  the  curb-stone, 
tbea  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Cootractor,  his  agents  or  em- 
pkjeei^  to  remove  and  carry  uway,  with  due  diligence  and  to

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TwENTY-FTRST. — No  SDow-plow,  Sweeping  machine  or  other 
instrument  for  sweeping  or  cleaning  tbe  streets  or  for  melting 
enow,  shall  be  used  by  the  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees, 
without  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaoing 
first  had  and  obtained  ;  and  all  such  plows,  machines  or  instru- 
ments shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  throw  any  snow,  dirt 
or  slush  on  the  sidewalks  or  buildings. 

Twenty-second, — The  Contractor,  his  agents,  or  employees, 
shall  not  cast,  throw  or  sprinkle,  or  cause  to  be  cast,  thrown 
or  sprinkled,  any  salt  or  other  substance  in  or  upon  any  street 
or  streets  for  the  purpose  of  melling  any  snow  or  ice  which 
may  have  fallen,  accumulated  or  been  deposited  thereon,  with- 
out the  permission  first  had  and  obtained  from  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  New  York. 

Twenty-third. — The  drivers  of  all  carts  employed  as  ash  or 
garbage  carts,  shall  receive  all  ashes,  garbage,  sweepings  and 
rubbish  which  shall  be  delivered  to  them,  or  that  may  be 
placed  upon  the  sidewalks  in  vessels,  or  in  the  front  area  of 
any  dwelling-house,  store  or  public  buildinj^,  and  shall  remove 
the  same  onoe  in  every  twenty-four  hours,  Sundays  excepted. 

TwENT^-FOCRTH* — Whenever  the  contents  of  any  vessels  or 
receptacles  shall  be  spilled  upon  the  sidewalks  or  gutters,  the 
drivers  will  take  up  or  gather  the  same»  or  cause  the  same  to 
be  taken  up  or  gathered  and  placed  in  the  carts.  Each  cart 
shall  be  provided  with  a  broom  to  sweep  up  nshes  or  garbage, 
whenever  spilled  or  scattered  upon  the  sidewalks  or  gutters. 

Twenty-fifth*— Eeceptacles  or  vessels  containing  ashes  or 
garbage,  when  emptied,  shall  be  returned  to  the  places  from 
which  they  were  removed,  whether  on  sidewalks,  in  areaways 
or  upon  outside  cellar  steps.

TwENTt-siXTH. — The  carts  used  by  the  Contractors  shall  be 
stroDg  aod  tight,  aud  those  used  for  the  removal  of  as  lies  shall 
be  adequately  and  tightly  covered,  and  each  and  all  of  sQch 
mrts  shall  be  inspected  and  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Street  Clean  iog  before  use. 

TwKKTt* SEVENTH* — Al!  carts  used  by  the  Contractor  in  the 
work  of  cleaning  the  streets,  removing  snow  and  ice  therefrom, 
And  collecting  ashes,  garbage  and  street  sweepings,  and  the 
removal  of  the  same,  shall  be  numbered  and  have  coospica* 
oosly  painted  upon  a  sign  on  their  sides  the  names  of  the  Con- 
trftctor  and  of  the  district. 

TwESTT-ElGHTH.— All  streets,  ^hen  so  dry  that  dust  will  rise 
from  the  action  required  in  street  cleaning,  shall  be  sprinkled 
Willi  water  immediately  in  advance  of  the  work  of  street  clean- 
iogi  to  8ucb  an  extent  as  to  prevent  the  dust  from  rising. 

TwEKTT-KiNTH, — The  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees, 
wheo  sweeping  or  cleaning  any  streets  or  causing  them  to  be 
fWfipt  or  cleaned,  shall  properly  scrape  or  cause  to  be  prop- 
erij  scraped  the  gutters  and  par^s  of  streets  along  which  the 
fr  will  ran  before  the  water  is  suflfered  to  flow  from  any 
lydraot  for  the  purpose  of  washing  ihe  same,  in  order  that  no 
sab^taoce  or  obstruction  be  carried  into  any  of  the  receiving- 
biftns  or  sewers, 

THiRTlETn.— As  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  ex- 
cittsi?o  control  over  the  public  hydrants  and  use  of  tbe  Croton 
vftter,  and  sole  authoiity  to  grant  licenses  for  tbe  sprinkling 
of  the  streets  with  water,  all  requirements  of  these  speciiSca- 
tions  AS  to  the  sprinkling  of  the  streets  or  tbe  use  of  water  are 
Skide  subordinate  to  such  control  and  authority,  and  the  Con- 
imetor  mwt  M  all  times  obtain  the  necessary  permission  to 
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open  public  bydrants  and  use  tli6   Croton    water,  and    the 
lic6Dse8  to  sprinkle  the  streets. 

Thtbty-first. — The  work  to  be  performed  by  the  said  party 
of  the  first  part  will  be  observed  a«d  inspected  from  day  to 
day  by  employees  of  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaning,  to 
ascertain  wbetber  the  cooditions  and  agreements  of  tbe  con- 
tract are  performed  and  fulfilled,  and  reports  io  respect  thereto 
will  be  made  by  them  to  the  Commissiouer  of  Street  Clean- 
ing. 

Thirty-second. — Tbe  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employeeB, 
shall  obey  and  conform  to  all  laws  and  ordmances  and  provis- 
ions of  tbe  Sanitary  Code  relating  to  the  work,  or  any  part 
tbereof,  required  to  be  done  under  these  specificatious  and 
contract,  aud  shall  conform  to  such  regulations  as  the  Com- 
missioner of  Street  Cleaning  may  deem  necessary  and  prescribe 
for  the  proper  performance  thereof,  particularly  as  to  tbe  sep- 
arate collection  and  removal  of  ashes  and  garbage. 

THiBTr-THina— The  Contractor  shall  furnisih  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Street  Cleaning,  at  his  office  before  twelve  o'clock 
M.  of  each  day,  a  report  showing  all  the  streets  cleaned  upon 
the  previous  day  or  night,  and  the  streets  to  be  cleaned  upon 
the  day  the  report  is  made  or  on  the  night  following* 

TeiRTY-FOUBTH  The  cleaning  of  any  street  shall  not  include 
tbe  removal  of  piles  of  rubbish  or  materials,  belougiug  to  or 
resulting  from  tbe  construction,  alteration  or  repair  of  any 
building,  deposited  or  remaining  upon  any  street  in  front  of 
or  alongside  any  each  building  or  structure,  but  the  rest  of 
any  street  so  occupied  shall  be  cleaned  and  kept  cleaned. 

TeiRTi-FiFrH, — Disorderly,  quarrelsome  or  incompetent  em- 
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ployees  of  the  Contractor  must  be  discliarged  immediately  on 
(he  demand  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  and  must 
not  be  employed  again  without  his  permission. 

Thirty-sixth. — No  money,  reward,  gratuity,  fee  or  other 
sable  consideration,  except  the  compensation  hereunder 
Bed  to  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  st^cond  part,  shall  be 
charged,  received  or  taken  by  the  Contractor,  or  any  of  his 
igents  nr  employees,  for  doing  or  falling  to  do  any  part  of  the 
tlie  work  required  to  be  done  under  this  agreement ;  and  the

TniRTT-SEVSNTH.— Whenever  and  and  wherever  in  this  agree- 
meDt  the  word  "  Contractor/'  or  the  phrase  **  party  of  the  first 
part**  is  used,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  aud  taken  to  mean 
ud  intend  the  party  or  parties  (as  the  case  may  be)  of  the  first 
ptrt  to  this  agreement 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  farther  agrees,  that  if  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  the  proper 
deaning  of  said  streets,  or  any  part  of  them  shall  be  omitted

herein  stipulated. 

It  is  herehy  expressly  stipulated  and  ap^reed  by  and  between 
the  ])arties  hereto,  thnt  the  above  last  mentioned  sum  thiill  be 
the  sole  compensation  for  the  work  to  be  performed  under  this 
contract,  except  us  herein  elsewhere  provided  for  the  removal

Specifioations, 


r. — Whenever,  in  this  ^reement,  the  word  "  streets  "  is 
naed  it  shall  cover  all  the  public  avenues,  streets,  lanes,  alleys, 
places,  wharves,  piers  and  heads  of  slips  within  the  Second 
Street-Cleaning  District,  except  such  as  are  within  any  park 
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under  the  control  and  management  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Parks ;  as  to  streets  and  avenues,  the  area  of  the  road-bed 
between  the  curbs  is  intended. 

Second.— In  the  execution  of  this  contract  all  ashes,  garbage,

2.  As  soon  as  the  snow  ceases  to  fall,  all  the  force  of 
laborers  employed  by  the  Contractor  shall  be  immediately  put 
to  work  to  clear  the  gutters  and  openings  into  sewers,  in  pre-

— The  work  of  removing  snow  from  the  streets 
enumerated  in  the  last  section  shall  be  performed  in  the 
following  manner : 

1.  WtOe  snow  is  falling,  all  crosswalks  for  foot  passengers 
shall  be  kept  clear,  and  proper  efforts  made  to  keep  the  traffic 
open. 

If  there  should  be  a  high  wind  at  the  time,  and  the  snow 
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drifts  iQ  consequence,  the  drifts  of  snow  shall  be  cat  through 
or  leveled  to  permit  the  traflBc  of  vehicles  to  contioue. 

2.  As  soon  as  the  soow  ceases  to  fall,  all  the  force  of 
laborers  employed  bj  the  Contractor  shall  be  immediately  put 
lowork  to  clear  the  gutters  and  openings  into  sewers,  in  pre- 
paratioo  for  a  sudden  thaw,  and  the  snow  shall  be  carted  away 
tt  ooce  from  such  streets  as  may  be  desiguated  by  the  Com- 
misBioner  of  Street  Cleaning ;  in  other  streets  the  Contractor 
fibaU  Qse  snow  plows,  or  with  gangs  of  laborers  shovel  the 
•now  into  long,  narrow  heaps  on  each  side  of  the  street,  taking 
care  to  leave  .the  gutters,  crosswalks  and  openings  into  sewers 
clear,  and  a  sufficient  space  between  the  heaps,  in  order  to 
allow  the  foot  passengers  to  cross  the  streets,  and  also  let  the 
water  reach  the  gutters  as  soon  as  the  snow  begins  to  melt. 
Such  heaps  shall  be  removed  within  three  days  after  they 
have  been  formed. 

3.  If  it  shall  appear,  to  the  satisfactioii  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Street  Cleaning,  that  the  work  described  in  the  second 
aabdivision  of  the  seventeenth  section  cannot,  by  reason  of  an 
QDuaaal accumulation  of  snow,  be  performed  by  the  Contractor 
within  the  time  therein  fixed  for  such  performance,  the  said 
Commissioner  will  allow  such  further  time  therefor  as  he  may 
(}eem  proper.  The  spirit  and  intent  of  this  seventeenth  section 
being  that  the  Contractor  shall,  in  removing  snow  and  ice, 
UtbfoUy  employ  as  great  an  amount  of  labor,  and  as  large 
anQcnber  of  tiorses  and  carts,  as  have  been  employed  in  per- 
forming the  work  of  cleaning  all  the  streets  of  said  district  at 
any  one  time. 

Eighteenth. — The  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  may, 
wlieneTer  he  may  deem  it  necessary,  authorize  and  require  the 
CoQiracior  to  employ  additional  horses,  carts  and  laborers, 
at  current  market  rates  of  compensation,  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
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moTing  snow  and  ice  ;  but  such  authorization  or  requirement 
fib  a  II  be  made  in  writing,  and  shall  specify  the  number  of 
horses,  carts  and  hiborers  to  be  employed  and  the  period  of 
their  employment. 

Such  written  authorization  or  requirement  shall  be  returned, 
with  the  accompaBjing  Vouchers,  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Street  CleaniDg,  within  one  mouth  after  the  date  thereof* 

Nineteenth, — The  Comnaissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  will 
authorize,  in  writing,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  neceasarji 
the  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees,  to  dump,  or  cause  to 
be  dumped,  snow  and  ice  from  the  ends  or  near  the  ends  of 
any  piers  into  the  waters  of  the  North  or  Hudson  or  East 
rivers,  but  no  dead  animal  or  carrion,  street  sweepings,  gar- 
bage, or  any  putrid,  offensive,  decaying  or  refuse  vegetable  or 
animal  matter,  shall  be  deposited  in  violation  of  Chapter  four 
hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  laws  of  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty.  No  snow  or  ice  shall  be  dumped  into  the 
waters  of  the  North  or  Hudson  or  East  rivers  by  the  said  Con- 
tractor,  his  agents  or  employees,  except  from  the  piers  or  ends 
of  piers  designated  for  such  purpose,  from  time  to  time,  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning, 

Twentieth. — Whenever  any  snow  plow,  sweeping  machine, 
or  other  similar  instrument  for  Uie  purpose  of  dealing  with 
snow,  is  used  by  the  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees^  if  the 
throwing  up  of  the  snow  by  any  such  plow,  machine  or  instru- 
ment will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  o(  Street  Clean- 
ing, render  the  street  or  streets  unsafe  or  impassable  for  travel, 
or  make  inconvenient  the  approach  to  the  curb  stone,  then  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees^ 
to  remove  and  carry  away,  with  due  diligence  and  to  the  satis- 
faction of  tbe  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  the  snow  thrown 
up  by  such  plow,  machine  or  instrument,  and  to  reduce  the 
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SDOw  apoD  the  street  or  streets  to  sucb  a  level  as  to  make  it 
convenient  for  all  vehicles  to  approach  the  curb- stones,  and 
render  the  whole  width  of  the  roadway  safe  for  travel. 
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'WENTY-FIBST. — ^No  SDOW  pIow,  Sweeping  machine,  or  other  in- 
ent  for  sweeping  or  cleaning  the  streets  or  for  melting  snow 
shall  be  used  by  the  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees,  with- 
out the  approval  of  the  Com  mission  er  of  Street  Cleaning  first 
bail  nod  obtained  ;  and  all  such  plows,  machines  or  instruments 
shall  be  so  constructed  us  not  to  throw  any  snow,  dirt  or  slush 
m  Ihe  sidewalks  or  buildings. 

TwENTt-sECOND.— The  Contractor,  his  ageuta  or  employees, 
•haU  not  ci&t,  throw  or  sprinkle,  or  cause  to  be  cast,  thrown  or 
ipnnkled,  any  salt  or  other  Bubstance  in  or  upon  any  street  or 
fttretsts  for  the  purpose  of  melting  any  snow  or  ice  which  may 
hare  fallen,  accumulated  or  beeo  deposited  thereon,  without 
the  permission  first  had  and  obtained  from  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  New  York. 

TwEsmr-THiRD. — The  drivers  of  all  carts  employed  as  ash  or 
garbage  carts,  shall  receive  all  ashes,  garbage  sweepings  and 
mbbish  which  shall  be  delivered  to  them,  or  that  may  be  placed 
Qpon  the  sidewalks  in  vessels,  or  in  the  front  area  of  any  dwell- 
ing bouse,  store  or  public  building,  and  shall  remove  the  same 
once  in  every  twenty-four  hours,  Sundays  excepted. 


TwENTY-POUBTH. — Whenever  the  contents  of  any  vessels  or 
fi$ceptacl68  shall  be  spilled  upon  the  sidewalks  or  gutters,  the 
dritera  will  take  up  or  gather  the  same,  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
taken  up  or  gathered  aud  placed  iu  the  carts.  Each  cart  shall 
be  provided  with  a  broom  to  sweep  up  ashes  or  garbage,  when- 
ever spilled  or  scattered  upon  the  sidewalks  or  gutters. 
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Twenty-fifth, — Receptacles  or  vessels  contaizuDg  ashes  or 
garbage,  when  emptied,  Bhail  be  returned  to  the  places  from 
which  they  were  removed,  whether  on  sidewalks,  in  areawaj^s, 
or  upon  outside  cellar  steps. 

TW£NTT-siXTH, — The  carts  used  bj  the  Contractor  shall  be 
strong  aod  tight,  and  those  used  for  the  removal  of  ashes  shall 
be  adequately  and  tightly  covered,  and  each  and  all  of  such 
cfirts  shall  be  iospected  and  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Street  Cleaning  before  use. 

TWEKTY-SEVENTH*— All  caits  used  by  the  contractor  in  the 
work  of  cleaning  the  streets,  removing  snow  and  ice  therefrom, 
and  collecting  ashes,  garbage  and  street  sweepings,  and  the  re- 
moval of  the  same,  shall  be  numbered  and  have  conspicuously 
painted  upon  a  sign  on  their  sides  the  names  of  the  Contractor 
and  of  the  district. 

Twenty-eighth* — All  streets,  when  so  dry  that  dost  will  arise 
from  the  action  required  in  street  cleaning,  shall  be  sprinkled 
with  water  immediately  in  advaace  of  the  work  of  street  clean- 
ing, to  such  an  extent  as  to  prevent  the  dust  from  risicg. 

Twenty-ninth.— The  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees, 
when  sweeping  or  cleaning  any  streets,  or  causing  them  to  be 
swept  or  cleaned,  ahal!  properly  scrape,  or  cause  to  be  properly 
scraped,  the  gutters  and  parts  of  streets  along  which  the  water 
will  run  before  the  water  is  suflfered  to  flow  from  any  hydrant 
for  the  purpose  of  washing  the  same,  in  order  that  no  substance 
or  obstruction  be  carried  into  any  of  the  receiving-basins  or 
sewers. 

Thirtieth. — As  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  ex- 
clusive control  over  the  public  hydrants  and  use  of  the  Croton 
water,  and  sole  authority  to  grant  licenses  for  the  sprinkling  of 
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tbo  streets  with  water,  all  requirements  of  those  specificatiooft  ^ 
ito  the  spriukling  of  the  streets  or  tLe  use  of  water,  are 
je  subordinate  to  such  control  and  authority,  and  the  Con- 
knctor  mast  at  all  times  obtain  the  necessary  permission  to 
open  public  hydrants  and  use  the  Croton  water,  and  the 
fioenaea  to  sprinkle  the  streets. 

Thibtt-first*— The  work  to  be  performed  by  the  said  party 
of  the  first  part  will  be  observed  and  inspected  from  day  to 
d&y  by  employees  of  the  Department  of  Street  Cleanini^,  to 
isoertain  whether  the  conditions  and  agreements  of  the  con- 
ttict  are  performed  and  fulfilled,  and  reports  in  respect  there- 
to will  be  made  by  them  to  the  Cummissioner  of  Street  Clean- 


Thibtt-second. — The  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees, 
sWl  obey  and  conform  to  all  laws  and  ordidanees  and  pro- 
moas  of  the  Sanitary  Code  relating  to  the  work,  or  any  part 
thereof,  required  to  be  done  under  these  specifications  and 
contract,  and  shall  conform  to  such  regulations  as  the  Com- 
niisgioDer  of  Street  Cleaning  may  deem  necessary  and  prescribe 
for  the  proper  performance  thereof,  particularly  as  to  the  sep- 
Wftte  collection  and  removal  of  ashes  and  garbage. 

THnmr-THEBD.— The  Contractor  shall  furnish  to  the  Com- 
ttifleioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  at  his  office,  before  twelve  o*olock 
IL,  of  each  day,  a  report  showing  all  the  streets  cleaned  upon 
tike  preTioua  day  or  night,  and  the  streets  to  be  cleaned  upon 
tbedaj  ihe  report  is  made  or  on  the  night  following. 

Taiarr-FOUBTH. — The  cleaning  of  any  street  shall  nob  in- 
dode  the  removal  of  piles  of  rubbish  or  materials,  belonging 
resulting  from   the  construction,  alteration  or  repair  o! 
liJding,  deposited  or  remaining  upon  any  street  in  front 
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^f  or  alongside  any  snch  building  or  structure,  but  the  rest  of 
^muy  street  so  occupied  shall  be  cleaned  aod  kept  cleaned 

TaiLTYFiprH. — Disorderly,  quarrelsome  or  id  com  pen  tent 
emploj^ees  of  the  Contractor  must  be  discharged  immediately 
on  the  demand  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaoiug,  and 
must  not  be  employed  agate  without  his  permission, 

TaiiiTY-sixTH* — No  money,  reward,  gratuity,  fee  or  other 
valuable  consideratioit,  except  the  compensation  hereunder 
agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  be 
charged,  received  or  taken  by  the  Contractor,  or  aoy  of  his 
agents  or  employees,  for  doing  or  faihng  to  do  any  part  of  the 
work  required  to  be  done  under  this  agiTement ;  and  the  said 
Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees  shall  not,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, withoQt  the  consent  expressed  in  writing  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  receive,  take  away  or  dump 
any  builcliDg  material,  cellar  dirt  or  any  substance  or  material 
whatsoever,  except  those  provided  for  and  specified  in  this 
agreement, 

THiRTy-SEVENTe.— Whenever  and  wherever  in  this  agree* 
meet  the  word  **  Contractor  *'  or  the  phrase  **  party  of  the  first 
part  **  is  used,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  mean 
and  intend  the  party  or  parties  (as  case  may  be)  of  the  first 
part  to  this  agreement. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  agi'ees  that  if,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  CommissioQer  of  Street  Cleaning  the  proper 
cleaning  of  said  streets,  or  any  part  of  them  shall  be  omitted  or 
neglected,  or  any  part  of  the  street  dirt,  ashes  or  garbage  shall 
not  be  eoUected  and  removed  in  compliance  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  contract,  or  if  any  of  the  conditions  and  provisions 
of  this  contract  shall  be  violated  and  notice  shall  be  given  to 
the  party  of  said  first  part  by  said  Commissioner  of  such  neg- 
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lect,  omisBion  or  violation,  aud  said  neglect,  omisaion  or  viola- 
tion shall  continue  for  twenty-four  liours  thereafter,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Street  Cleaning  Bhall  have  the  power  to  procure 
TOch  implementfl  and  appliances,  and  to  employ  such  labor  as 
maj  be  necessary  to  complete  the  work  provided  for  in  this 
contract,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and 

I  charge  the  expense  of  the  same  to  s^id  party  of  the  first 
t,  aod  to  deduct  and  retain  the  same  out  of  any  money  that 
may  be  due  or  become  due  to  said  party  of  the  first  part  under 
this  agreexneot  or  from  the  special  deposit  in  the  hands  of  the 
Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York 

It  is  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  the 
term  for  and  during  which  the  work  to  be  J  one  under  this 
agreement  is  to  be  peformed,  shall  be  for  a  period  of  two  years 
from  the  day  of  1884,  to  the 

day  of  1886,  both  days  in- 

closive,  anless  it  shall  be  sooner  terminated  according  to  the 
pronstons  of  this  contract. 

It  IS  further  mutaally  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties 
liereto,  that  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  may  at  any 
timei  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  annul  and  cancel  this 
coDtract  upon  giving  ten  days'  notice  to  the  party  of  the  first 
part,  and  that  the  action  of  said  Commissioner  in  so  anuuHing 
or  canceling  this  contract  shall  be  in  all  respects  final  and  con- 
cloiive  aod  binding  upon  the  parties  hereto,  and  that  thereupon 
(Contract  shall  be  terminated  and  void,  annulled  and  can- 
Jed,  aud  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  no  claim 
_jr  action  for  any  daiuages  or  compensation  for  or  on  account  of 

Dulling  or  couceliug  this  contract. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  undertakes,  promises, 
agreees  to  do   all   the  street  cleaning  and  collect  all  th&J 

ftterials,  and  remove  the  same  according  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  contract  for  the  sum  of 
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dollars  per  aDnum,  to  be  paid  at  the  times  and  in  the  maQQer 
herein  stipulated. 

It  is  hereby  expressly  stipulated  and  agreed  by  and  between 
the  parties  hereto,  that  the  above  last  mentioned  sum  shall  be 
the  sole  compenaatiou  for  the  work  to  be  performed  under 
this  contract,  except  as  herein  elsewhere  provided  for  the  re- 
moval of  snow  and  ice,  and  that  no  claim  shall  be  made  by 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  his  successors,  assigns  or  personal 
representatives,  for  any  greater  or  extra  compensation. 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part  in  consideration  of  the 
iindertakinRS,  stipulations  and  agreements  on  the  part  of  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  to  be  performed,  fulfilled  and  kept, 
will  pay  to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  the  sum  of 

dollars  per  annum,  in  monthly 
payments,  each  of  which  shall  be  of  an  amount  that  bears  the 
same  proportion  to  the  entire  sum  that  is  to  be  paid  for  one 
year  as  the  number  of  days  in  the  month  for  which  the  pay- 
ment is  made  bears  to  the  whole  number  of  days  in  the  year ; 
provided  that  the  party  of  the  second  part  may  and  shall  at 
all  times  reserve  and  retain  out  of  said  payments,  or  either 
of  them,  all  such  sum  or  sums  as  by  the  terms  of  this  coo- 
tract,  or  of  any  law  of  the  State  of  New  York,  they  are  or  may 
be  authorized  to  reserve  or  retain. 

The  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  to  deposit  with  the 
CoDiptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York,  od  or  before  the  execu- 
tion of  this  contract  or  agreement,  twelve  thousand  dollars  in 
cash  or  securities,  approved  and  accepted  by  the  said  Comp- 
troller as  an  additional  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  agreement,  and  as  a  fund 
to  be  drawn  upon  by  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning,  to 
pay  for  auy  expense  that  may  be  incurred  uftder  this  agree- 
ment by  the  said  Commissioner  or  by  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  to 
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(aithfuUy  cotuplj  with  the  terms  aod  coDditions  of  lliis  agree- 

The  said  sum  of  twelve  tbousaiad  dollars  is  to  remain  on 
di^ljusit  with  said  Comptroller  without  interest,  and  if  not 
|ped|  or  any  portion  thereof,  for  the  purposes  for  which  the 
Wmo  was  deposited,  the  saici  sum  or  the  ouespeDded  portion 
thereof  shall  be  returned  to  the  party  of  the  first  part,  his 
wigiks  or  personal  representatives,  upon  the  completion  of 
the  contract  or  the  abrogation  thereof. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  covenants  and  agrees 
tliat  he  will  give  his  pergonal  attention  to  the  faithful  prosecn- 
ion  of  said  work  ;  that  he  will  not  assign  or  sublet  the  same, 
or  any  part  thereof,  without  the  previous  written  consent  of 
tkeCotnmisjiioQer  of  Street  Cleaning  indorsed  on  this  agree- 
Oiot,  but  will  keep  the  same  nnder  his  own  control ;  that  he 
will  not  assign,  by  power  of  attorney  or  otherwise,  any  of  the 
moueyg  payable  under  this  agrc?ement,  unless  by  and  with  the 
like  consent,  to  be  signified  in  like  manner. 

Il  is  further  mutually  stipulated  and  agreed  by  and  between 
the  parties  to  this  contract,  that  the  undertakings,  agreements 
ifid  stipulations  contained  herein,  shall  bind  and  be  obligatory 
npoD  the  executors,  administrators,  assigns,  successors  and 
leg^I  repreisentatives  of  the  respective  parties  hereto* 

Aad  it  is  further  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto, 
that  if,  at  any  time  before  or  within  thirty  days  after  the 
vhold  work  herein  agreed  to  be  performed  has  been  completed 
iotl  properly  done  in  aocordance  with  the  specifications  and 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  bj 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  any  person  or  persons  claiming  to 
h$Te  performed  any  labor  or  furnished  any  machine,  imple- 
Qtat,  appliance  or  material  towards  the  performance  or  com- 
pletion of  this  contract,  shall  tile  with  the  Department  of 
Street  Cleaning,  and  with  the  bead  of  the  Finance  Depart- 
MDt  of  the  said  City  of  New  York,  any  such  notice  as  is 
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described  id  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New 
lork,  passed  May  22,  1878,  entitled  *'  An  Act  to  secure  the 
payment  of  laborers,  mechanics,  merchants,  trudeis  and 
persons  famishing  materials  towards  the  performing  of  any 
publio  work  in  the  cities  of  the  State  of  New  York,**  and 
of  any  acts  amendatory  thereof,  or  supplementary  thereto, 
then,  and  in  every  such  case,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
shall  retain,  anything  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  thereof 
notwithstanding,  from  the  moneys  under  its  control,  and  due 
or  to  grow  due  from  it  under  this  agreement,  so  much  of  such 
moneys  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  off,  satisfy  and  discharge 
the  amount  in  such  notice  alleged  or  claimed  to  be  due  to  the 
person  or  persons  filing  such  notice,  together  with  the  reason- 
able costs  of  any  action  or  actions  brought  to  enforce  such 
claim  or  the  lien  created  by  the  filing  of  such  notice.  The 
moneys  so  retained  shall  be  retained  by  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  until  the  lien  thereon  created  by  the  said  act  and 
the  filing  of  the  said  notice  shall  be  discharged,  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  said  aoL 

And  the  said  party  of  the  firtit  part  hereby  further  agrees 
that  he  will  furnish  the  said  Department  of  Street  Cleaning 
with  satisfactory  evidence  that  all  persons  who  have  done 
work  or  furnished  materials  under  this  agreement,  and  who 
have  given  written  notice  to  said  Department  before  or  within 
ten  days  after  the  final  completion  of  this  contract,  that  any 
balance  for  such  work  or  materials  is  due  or  unpaid,  have  been 
fully  paid  or  satisfactorily  secured.  And  in  case  such  evidence 
be  not  furnished  as  aforesaid,  such  amount  as  may  be  necessary 
to  meet  the  claims  of  the  persons  aforesaid  shall  be  retained 
from  the  moneys  due  from  said  party  of  the  second  part  to  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  under  this  agreement  until  the 
'liabilities  afotesaid  shall  be  fully  dischargedj  or  such  notice i 
withdrawn.  j 

And  it  is  expressly  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties' 
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hereto,  that  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  shall  not,  nor  shall  any  department  or  oflScer  of  the 
City  of  New  York  be  precluded  or  estopped  by  any  return  or 
oerttficate  made  or  given  by  any  inspector  or  other  officer, 
igeut  Of  appointee  of  the  Department  of  Street  Cleaniog  or 
of  said  party  of  the  second  part,  under  or  in  pursuance  of  any- 
thing  in  this  agreement  contained,  from  at  any  time  showing 
tbo  true  and  correct  amount  and  character  of  the  work  wbich 
ihall  have  been  done  by  said  party  of  the  first  part,  or  any 
otber  person  or  persons  under  this  agreement. 

In  witness  whereof  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
haa  set  his  hand  to  these  presents,  and  the  said 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  has  also  hereunto 
aat  his  band  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  said  party  of 
the  aeeond  part ;  and  the  said  parties  hereto  have 
execated  this  agreement  in  triplicate,  the  day 
and  year  herein  first  above  written;  one  part  of  which 
is  la  remain  with  the  said  Commissioner  of  Street 
Ctaannig,  one  other  to  be  filed  with  the  Comptroller 
ol  Iba  Oily  of  New  York,  and  the  third  to  be  de- 
ltv«ed  In  Ihe  said  party  hereto  of  the  first  part

If  there  should  be  a  high  wind  at  the  time,  and  the  snow 
drifts  in  consequence,  the  drifts  of  snow  shall  be  cut  through 
or  leveled  to  permit  the  traffic  of  vehicles  to  continue.

Awuy  at  once  from  such  streets  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning ;  in  other  streets  the 
eontractor  shall  use  snow  plows,  or  with  gangs  of  laborers 
sborel  the  snow  into  long  narrow  heaps  on  each  side  of  the 
street,  taking  care  to  leave  the  gutters,  crosswalks,  and  open- 
ings into  sewers  clear,  and  a  sufficient  space  between  the  heaps, 
in  order  to  allow  the  foot  passengers  to  cross  the  street,  and 
slao  to  let  the  water  reach  the  gutters  as  soon  as  the  snow 
iiAging  to  melt.  Such  heaps  shall  be  removed  within  three 
days  alter  they  have  been  formed* 

3.  If  it  shall  appenr,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Street  Cleaning,  that  the  work  described  in  the  second 
•abdiTiFion  of  this  seventeenth  section  cannot,  by  reason  of  an 
xmuanal  accumulation  of  snow,  be  performed  by  the  contractor 
wiibin  the  time  therein  fixed  for  such  performance,  tlie  said 
ComociissioDer  will  allow  such  further  time  therefor  as  he 
may  deem  proper*  The  spirit  and  intent  of  this  seventeenth 
aaefcioii  being  that  the  Contractor  shall,  in  removing  snow  and 
ioe«  {aithfully  employ  as  great  an  amount  of  labor,  and  as 
laige  a  oombor  of  horses  and  carts,  as  have  been  employed 
m  performing  the  work  of  cleaning  all  the  streets  of  said 
didlricl  at  any  one  time. 

EiaorrEKTH. — The  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  may, 
wliaiiiBTer  be  may  deem  it  necessary,  authorize  and  require

travel,  or  make  inconvenient  the  approach  to  the  curb-stooe,

— The  drivers  of  all  carts  employed  as  ash  or 
garbage  carts,  shall  receive  all  ashes,  garbage,  sweepings  and 
rubbish  which  shall  be  delivered  to  them,  or  that  may  be 
placed  upon  the  sidewalks  in  vessels,  or  in  the  front  area  of 
my  dwelling-house,  store,  or  public  building,  and  shall  remove 
the  same  once  in  every  twenty-four  hours,  Sundays  excepted.

Twenty-ninth.— The  contractor,  his  agents  or  employ^ 
when  sweeping  or  cleaning  any  street?,  or  causing  them  tol 
swept  or  cleaned,  shall  properly  scrape  or  cause  to  be  pil 
erly  scraped  the  gutters  and  parts  of  streets  along  which 
water  wOl  run  before  the   water  is  suflfered  to  flow  from  1 
hydrant  for  the  purpose  of  washing  the  same,  in  order  that!

with  said  party  of  the  second  part,  to  furnish  all  the  lal 
materials,  machines,  and  implements  necessary  or  proper  for 
the  purpose,  and  to  clean  and  cause  to  be  cleaned,  all  strei 
avenues,  lanes,  alleys,  places,  gutters,  wharves,  piers, 
heads  of  slips  in  the  Second  Street  Cleaning  District  of 
City,  except  such  as  are  within  any  park  under  the  coni 
and  management  of  the  Department  of  Public  Parks,  and 
the  same  at  all  times  thoroughly  clean,  and  to  remove 
said  district,  as  often  as  required  by  the  following  specii 
tions,  all  dirt,  ashes,  garbage,  rubbish  and  sweepings,  and 
material  which  may  be  gathered  in  the  process  of  street  cl 
ing,  and  will  remove,  as  fast  as  collected,  such  ashes,  dilti 
garbage,  rubbiKb,  and  sweepings,  and  all  material  gathered  is 
the  process  of  street  cleaning,  from  the  said  district  to  tbift 
dumping  places  designated  from  time  to  time  by  the  Commi*-!

rTiiblie  Charities  and  Correction  was  not  a  necessity,  as  private 
uXdief  societies  were  competent,  in  my  opinion,  U)  deal  with  all 


of  actual  need  arising  outside  of  charitable  institutions. 
In  consequence,  perhaps,  of  my  represeotation,  yon  dimin- 
the  usual  appropriation  for  the  out-door  poor,  and  the 
^HDOunt  of   coal   distributed  this  year  was  only  about  three 
^ihonsand  tons,  as  against  six  thousand  in  1883,  and  five  thou- 
i  four  hundred  in  1882. 
I  have  not  learned  that  this  diminution,  although  made  sud- 
ly  and  without  warning  to  that  class  who  have  usually 
Bnded  on  receiving  their  fuel  from  the  city,  has  resulted  in 
very  marked  increase  of  applicants  for  relief  from  the 
ivate  societies,  and  this  fact  seems  to  show  that  I  was  correct 
i  my  opinion  that  the  distribution  of  coal  by  the  city  is  not  a 

Bssity. 
There  is  little  doubt,  however,  that  it  is  an  evil,  because  it 
^encourages  a  spirit  of  dependence,  and  destroys  thrift  and  self' 
[lespect. 

Such  being  the  case,  it  seems  very  desirable  that  no  coal  at 
:  should  be  distributed  by  the  city  next  year ;  but,  in  order 
I  diminish  to  the  utmost  the  inconvenience  to  the  poor  of 
atting  oflF  this  relief  to  which  they  have  been  so  long  accus- 
Ftomed,  they  ought  to  know  beforehand  that  this  step  will  be 
[taken,  in  order  that  they  may  have  time  to  provide  fuel  for 
1  tfiemselves. 

I  therefore  address  you  now  upon  the  subject,  instead  of 
[waiting  until  you  have  the  estimates  for  1885  before  you, 
|lK>ping  that  you  will  pass  a  resolution  declaring  your  intention 
[not  to  make  any  appropriation  for  coal  for  the  out-door  poor 
'  that  year. 

I  enclose  a  table  which  I  have  prepared  from  the  reports 
ade  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  showing  the  amount  of 
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money  paid  from  public  and  private  sources  for  charitable 
purposes  in  New  York  City  and  Kings  County  during  the  four 
years,  1879,  1880,  1881  am!  1882.  At  the  last  census  the 
population  of  Kings  County  was  599,549,  almost  exactly  one- 
half  that  of  New  York  (1206,577),  while  her  expenditure  for  the 
city  institutions,  asylums,  home?,  hospitals,  and  out-door 
relief  soeities,  that  is»  for  all  regularly  organized  charitable 
purposes,  was  in  18S2  about  one-fourth  of  that  of  New  York, 
the  whole  amount  in  Kings  County  being  $1,398,158,  and  in 
New  York.  $5,348,223. 

Snrely  if  Kings  County  can  successfully  care  for  her  poor  by 
a  payment  of  two  dollars  per  head  for  her  population,  there 
seems  no  sufficient  reason  why  New  York  should  pay  four 
dollars  per  head  for  her  population,  unless  it  be  because 
she  fails  to  make  her  people  decent,  healthy  and  self-support- 
ing.

As  to  the  percenl^^age  of  expense  on  the  amount  of  liceni^Aj 
fees  collected,  the  appropriation  required  for  the  year  1884-^H| 
is  ten  per  cent  less  than  for  the  year  1877-78,  and  with  the  j 
exception  of  last  year,  when  the  strain  on  the  Department  ^ 
was  such  as  could  not  bo  maintained  for  another  year  without  j 
loss  of  revenue!  it  is  the  lowest  on  record  at  any  preyions  ^ 
period.

AflSdavits  were  collected  showing  the 
low  valuations  made  in  some  twenty  counties  in  this  State,  and 
such  affidavits  were  presented  to  the  State  Board  of  Eqaaliza- 
tioo.     The  above  counsel  appeared  several  times  before  that 
Board  and,  on  their  application,  the  Board  consented  to  take 
oral  testimony  as  to  the  undervaluations  in   other  conntie^ 
Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  meeting  of   the   Board,  it  wa% 
however,  impracticable  to  do  this,  and  the  affidavits  were  aiy 
cordingly  submitted,  and   oral    arguments   made    before  the 
Board  in  favor  of  a  redaction  of  the  assessments  in   this  city.

were  unquestionably  the  means  of  saving  a  human  life,  which, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  longest  extension  ladder  was  too 
shorty  would  otherwise  have  been  8acri6ce<h  Upwards  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  oflScers  and  men  now  in  service 
have  thus  far  become  members  of  the  Life  Saving  Corps  of 
the  Departiiient,  and  are  now  assigned  mainly  to  the  various 
Hook  and  Ladder  Companies  of  the  Department,  in  readiness 
to  practically  apply  what  they  have  learned. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  locate  in  this  building  duplicate  tele* 
graph  machinery  and  apparatus  for  the  reception  and  trans^ 
mission  of  alarms,  to  be  kept  for  use  in  case  of  any  accident  or 
injury  happening  to  the  apparatus  in  the  headquarters  build- 
ing. J

by  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  touching  any  alleged  violar 
tion  of  the  provisions  of  law%  or  delinquency  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duty.     Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  examination,  which 
contemplates  the  examination   and  cross-examination  of  wit-

The  work  of  Constructing  Riverside  avenue  has  been 
Oompleted,  with  the  exception  of  the  space  between  Eighty- 
fifth  and  Eighty-eighth  streets. 

The  work  on  this  improvement  has  already  been  j^aid  for  by 
the  city  to  the  extent  of  $006,983.75, 

A  sewer  has  been  constructed  iu  Brook  avenue,  between 
tide-water  and  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-fifth  street,  in  the 
Twenty-third  Ward,  at  an  expense  of  $305;230.93,  and  the 
issment  list  prepared  and  sent  to  the  Board  of  Assessors, 
d  returned  by  them  with  a  communication  stating  that  it 
'^oold  be  unwise  to  levy  the  assessment  until  the  whole  im- 
Pi'ovament  is  complete. 

The  second  section  of  this  sewer,  between  One  Hundred 
*^d  sixty-fifth  street  and  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-fourth 
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street,  has  just  been  commenced  and  will  require,  in  all 
probability,  quite  two  years  to  complete,  while  the  title  to  the 
land  for  the  third  section  of  this  sewer  has  not  yet  been 
acquired.

In  this  case  the  amount 
jjCHsqaired  to  pay  the  awardsr  and  costs  will  be  about  two  hun- 

red  thousand  dollars  ($200,000),  about  one-half  of  which  sum 
been  assessed  upon  property  benefited  by  the  improve- 

eot.  The  awards  in  this  matter  will  become  due  and  pay- 
^T)le  immediately  upon  the  confirmation  of  the  report. 

In  the  matter  of  opening  Rider  avenue,  the  report  will  bo 
^'^ady  for  presentation  to  the  Supreme  Court  not  later  than 
^^^ebruary  next.  In  this  case  the  amount  required  to  pay  the 
^^^ards  and  costs  will  be  about  fourteen  thousand  dollars 
C^14,000),  all  of  which  sum,  with  the  exception  of  about  fifteen 
*^tiDdred  dollars  ($l,500j,  will  be  assessed,  I  presume,  upon  the

3lentlemen, — I  desire,  at  this  time,  while  the  departmental 
^mates  for  this  Department  for  the  year  1885  are  under  your 
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consideratioD,  to  press  npon  your  attention  seyeral 
weighty  reasons  for  the  increase  of  certain  of  the  items  inclod 
therein,  and  to  suggest  a  change  in  the  subdivision  of  the 
propriatioDS  which  my  experience  convinces  me  mnst  give  a 
portnnity  for  greater  economy  in  their  expenditure  than  is  d< 
possible. 

From  the  amounts  originally  asked  by  the  Department,  yo 
Honorable  Board  saw  fit  to  make  considerable  deductioDS 
your  allowance,  leaving  an   aggregate  of  $876^300,  which 
chides  the  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  theTwen 
third  and  Twenty-fourth  Wards,  and  for  the  Harlem  fiif 
bridges. 

For  reasons    nncommonly   urgent,    I   feel  it    my  doty 
recommend   to  your   Honorable  Board   that  this  gross  o 
be  increased  by  $71,500,  to  be  applied  to  the  following  appfl 
priaUons : 

1.  The  amount  asked  by  this  Department  for  the  pnrposti 
the  irrigation  and  drainage  of  parks  was  $30,000,  which  was 
duced  to  $10,000.  I  am  convinced  it  is  indispensable  to  tk 
healthfulness  of  the  Central  Park  that  this  allowance  shoald  t 
increased  $15,000,  Recent  examinations  of  the  drainage  8if1 
tern  of  the  park  have  disclosed  radical  defects  and  widesprei 
deterioration.  The  pipes  originally  laid  have  proved,  open  h 
spection,  to  be  of  very  inferior  quality,  and  of  improper  sii 
The  designers  of  the  system  made  use  of  a  perforated  pipe  i 
the  drains,  to  the  end  that  the  water  of  the  surrounding  M 
might  percolate  into  the  pipes,  and  be  so  carried  away.  Bat  ill 
use  of  these  pipes,  instead  of  increasing  the  efficieuey  of  Ui 
drainage  system,  has  virtually  destroyed  its  usefulness.  Bj 
moans  of  these  perforations,  the  roots  of  trees  have  in  ma^ 
instances  entered  the  pipes,  entirely  choking  them  Uj 
preventing  the  entrance  or  passage  of  water.  In  many 
the  pipes  originally  laid  were  of  cement,  encased  in  sheet iroi 
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oorering.    This  cement  has  disintegrated  and  crumbled  away, 
leaving  nothing  but  a  sliell  behind. 

Through  these  caases,  I  can  safely  say  that  two-thirds  of  the 
drainage  system  of  the  Central  Park  is  so  imperfect  as  to  be 
of  practically  no  benefit. 

There  is  no  amount  asked  for  in  the  whole  estimate  which 
is  intended  to  subserve  a  more  essential  purpose,  or  which,  if 
wisely  directed  in  the  expenditure,  can  result  in  greater  im- 
provement to  the  park,  or  more  permanent  benefit  to  the  pub* 
lie  at  large  who  enjoy  it*  For  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
if  the  malarious  influences  from  the  park,  recently  com- 
plained of,  do  really  exist,  they  arise  from  no  other  source 
than  this  same  defective  drainage.  Indeed,  the  attention  of  the 
Commissioners  was  first  drawn  to  the  state  of  the  drains  by  the 
existence  of  surface  conditions  in  the  park  favorable  to  the 
development  of  malarious  disease.  Places  continually  wet 
aod  spongy  were  noticed  from  time  to  time  upon  the  lawns  and 
meadows,  and  it  was  at  these  points  that  the  inspections  of 
the  drainage  system  before  referred  io  were  made.  It  was 
tfien  discovered  that  the  ground  for  an  extended  area  about 
'tiieae  spots  held  a  large  quantity  of  water,  which,  during  the 
heat  of  the  summer,  was  no  doubt  a  potent  agent  in  the  pro- 
dnction  of  malarial  disease. 

Besides  the  certainty  that  those  parts  of  the  park  thus  affected 
must  soon  become  no  better  than  a  swamp,  it  is  impossible 
that  while  they  exist  in  that  condition,  the  park  should  ful^ 
fill  the  requirement  inherent  in  the  idea  of  a  park — namely, 
a  substitute  for  the  healthfulness  of  the  country,  introduced 
into  the  midst  of  city  life. 

The  application  of  this  remedy  is  a  matter  of  extreme  im- 
portance not  merely  to  those  who  enjoy  the  park  but  to  the 
numerous  and  increasing  population  residing  in  its  vicinity 
which  in  the  Nineteenth  Ward  alone  numbered,  according  to 
the  last  census,  over  150,000  souls. 
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I  believe  that  the  expenditure  of  the  increased  amount  asked; 
for  will  do  away  with  the  evils  cnrnplained  of,  secure  the  salu- 
brity of  the  park,  and  relieve  the  neighborhood  from  the  dan- 
ger of  disease.  The  people  could  rest  assured  that  their  par 
disseminated  health  instead  of  sickness,  and  those  who  tib- 
ited  it  might  do  so  with  the  assurance  that  instead  of  running 
into  infection,  they  were  leaving  it  behind,  and  that  if  the  pur 
be  the  lungs  of  a  great  city,  those  lungs  were  in  at  'least 
healthy  condition, 

2,  For  the  construction  of  incomplete  portions  of  the  Cea< 
tral  and  City  Parks,  an  appropriation  of  150,000  was  asked, 
vhich  was  cnt  down  by  your  Board  to  $5,0 JO.  I  am 
opiuion  that  it  is  exceedingly  desirous  and  prudent  that  thi^ 
allowance  should  be  increased  to  $30,0Lt0,  and  that  the  greatat 
portion  of  this  sum  should  be  expended  in  completing  a  sob 
inclosure  of  the  Central  Park.  The  condition  of  a  coosiiler- 
able  portion  of  the  park  boandary  is  exceedingly  dangeroiUi 
In  its  upper  portion  it  lies  much  below  the  surface  of  the  adja* 
cent  street  —at  some  points  as  much  as  twenty  feet  The  walli 
are  precipitous  ;  there  is  no  erection  to  prevent  accidents, 
in  case  of  any  the  City  would  no  doubt  be  rendered  liable  ^ 
losses  through  suits  for  damages.  It  seems  incumbent  tliit 
this  danger  should  be  forecast  at  once,  as  it  is  one  which  h' 
creases  with  the  population  and  the  use  of  the  streets  in  tb'* 
Ticinity. 

I  would  press  the  adoption  of  the  foregoing  recommenJ*' 
tions  the  more  earnestly,  since  they  are  matters  striotljo' 
public  health  and  necessity,  rather  than  the  mere  perfectingo' 
administration,  and  because  the  immediate  expenditure  nec^ 
sary  to  cairy  them  out  will  undoubtedly  forestall  a  greater  ei* 
pense  hereafter. 

3.  For  music  $20,000  was  asked,  and  your  Board  allofei 
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$10,000,  the  same  amount  as  the  appropriation  for  tins  year. 
By  reason  of  the  limited  appropriation,  we  were  obliged  this 
year,  in  giving  concerts  in  Central  Park,  to  deprive  other  parks 
of  any  share  in  the  benefit  of  the  fund,  and  the  season  had  to 
be  shortened  from  that  originally  fixed  for  the  giving  of  con- 
certs. To  meet  the  reasonable  demands  of  the  public,  it  is  my 
opinion  that  the  appropriation  should  be  increased  to  $16,500. 
This  would  enable  the  Department  to  give  the  following  con- 
certs: 

20  Sunday  Concerts  in  the  Central  Park. 
20  "Wednesday  Concerts  in  the  Central  Park. 
1  July  4th  Concert  in  the  Central  Park. 

41  Concerts  in  Central  Park,  at  $230 $9,430  00 

20  Friday  Concerts,  Battery  Park,  at  $160 3,200  00 

20  Concerts,  divided  between  East  River  Park  and 

Tompkins  Square,  at  $160 3,200  00 

Calcium  lights  for  the  Battery  Park  (the  concerts 
being  usually  held  there  in  the  evening),  es- 
timated  350  00 

Total $16,180  00 


The  balance  of  $320  would  be  a  small  fund,  proper  to  keep 
on  hand  to  meet  any  unforeseen  exigencies  that  might  occur. 
The  rate  of  pay  of  the  musicians  employed  is  fixed,  and  a 
smaller  number  than  that  engaged  would  produce  no  adequate 
effect  in  the  open  air,  and  over  so  extensive  a  space. 

Probably  no  measure  in  the  history  of  the  park  has  met  with 
greater  popular  favor  or  more  gratifying  results  than  the  in- 
troduction of  Sunday  concerts.  They  have  always  drawn  a 
large  attendance,  between  50,000  and  ('0,000  people  being 
Cvequeutly  assembled  to  hear  them,  and,  leaving  out  of  con- 
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mderation  the  beneficial  effects  produced  npon  the  hearers,  thi 
great  interest  taken  by  them,  and  the  uniform  order  whidi 
they  themselves  [actively  maintain,  showed  their  intense  ap 
appreciation  of  this  effort  on  the  part  of  the  munictpalitj  to 
afford  them  an  opportunity  for  recreation,  and  the  enjoymeQt 
of  good  music, 

4*  The  amount  asked  for  the  repairs,  improvement  and  maio/i 
tenance  of  the  Harlem  River  Bridges  was  $30,000,  which  wn 
reduced  to  $20,000.      It  seems  to  me  necessary  that  ihisal 
lowance  sTaonkl  be  increased  to  $25,000,     This  was  the  amoaul 
allowed  for  ItiSl.      It  has  been  entirely  exhausted  for  tho« 
purposes,  and  yet,  with  increased  requirements,  and  calls  fd 
eKpenditure,  the  Board  has  proposed  to  allow  a  less  sum.    Bfr 
sides  the  fact  that  a  new  bridge  has  been  added  to  the  objecl 
of  care  and  maintenance,  the  requirements  of  commerce  ai4 
navigation  upon  the  river  have  demanded  that  the  draws  sboflM 
be  opened  upon  call  at  all  hours  of  the  night,  and  the  fofci 
necessary  on  each  bridge  has  been  inereased  to  three  shifts  rf 
men.     The  condition  of  the  McComb*s  Dam  Bridge  also  caIIi 
for  immediate  attention.     The  attention  of  the  Commissioners 
has  been  so  frequently  directed  to  its  dangerous  state  that  it 
has  occasioned  considerable  apprehension,  and  it  has  beeo 
their  endeavor  to  accomplish   permanent  improvecoent  ujXMi 
the  structure,  rather  than  to  make  temporary  repairs. 

5.  The  title  of  the  appropriation  for"  Surveys,  Hapftml^ 
Plans— Twenty- third  and  Twenty-fourth  Wards,'*  should  U 
changed,  so  as  to  make  the  amount  applicable  also  to  works rf 
this  character  in  that  part  of  the  island  above  One  HiinJreJ 
and  Fifty-fifth  street,  which  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
Department,  and  the  allowance  of  $20,000  increased  to  fJ 
the  sum  originally  asked  for.  Careful  estimates  by  the  To| 
graphical   Engineer   show  that  that  amount  will  be  entird!^ 
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needed  to  carry  ont  the  work  already  laid  before  the  Commis- 
sioners by  commissions  for  street  opeuings  in  those  districts. 

6.  The  Department  liad  anticipated  tbe  prosecution  of 
certaiD  very  necessary  improvements  upon  tbe  East  River 
Park  and  Morniugside  Park,  to  each  of  which  an  increase  of 
|5»000  in  the  maintenance  appropriation  is  necessary. 

The  improvement  contemplated  in  the  East  River  Park  is 
building  of  a  retaining  wall  on  a  ledge  of  rocks  at  about 

e  line  of  low  water,  which  would  add  an  area  to  tbe  park  of 
Bome  5,000  soperficial  feet,  forming  a  plaza  which  would  prove 
a  very  material  addition  to  its  present  restricted  surface  on 
days  when  it  is  considerably  used* 

In  Morningside  Park,  the  sum  asked  for  would  be  used  for 
leveling  the  ground  and  reducing  the  billocks  in  conformity 
with  a  plan  to  be  devised.  This  purk  now  lies  utterly  useless 
and  unprotected,  and  the  small  expenditure  proposed  would 
open  it  to  use  as  a  ground  for  such  games  as  lawn  tennis,  ball 
and  croquet,  nnd  relieve  tbe  Central  Park  from  the  demand 
made  upon  it  for  tlioso  purposes,  which  it  has  proved  entirely 
inadequate  to  satisfy.  Applications  for  these  purposes  are 
oonstantly  received  from  amateur  city  clubs^  to  whose  use  the 
grounds  are  restricted. 

In  discussing  the  question  of  maintenance,  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  by  your  Honorable  Board  that  the  wear  and 
tear  of  tbe  parks  becomes  greater  yenr  by  year,  and  that  tbe 
public  demands  continuaUy  an  increased  care  of  them. 

In  all  the  above  recommendations  I  have  had  constant 
regard  to  the  promotion  of  uUiraate  economy,  and  while  every 
item  called  for  in  the  budget  could  no  doubt  be  spent  judi- 
ciously, a  discrimination  may  be  made  between  those  expendi- 
tures which  are  of  absolute  necessity,  and  those  which  are 
designed  merely  to  effect  an  improvement  in  some  restricted 
locality.     Of  this  latter  class  is  the  projected  improvement  of 
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Jeanette  Park,  Bat  little  can  probably  be  done  towards  this 
object  dnring  this  yean  No  plaus  are  in  readin*^ss,  and  it  is 
ID  J  judgment  that  noUiin;;  more  can  be  used  than  a  snm  soffi- 
eientto  enable  tbe  Department  to  prepnre  the  neeess^iry  plans, 
and  take  measures  for  the  temporary  protection.  This  can* 
sideration  may  be  of  weight  with  your  Board  in  the  discus- 
sion of  my  suggestion  above  offered.

The  reduction  upon  the  total  budget  was  $272,500,  and  so 
large  a  proportion  of  this  as  $102»500  was  taken  from  theiteias 
above  specified,  comparatively  few  in  number,  and  the  mw* 
important  in  the  whole  estimate. 

While  this  a^^gregatu  increase,  as  requested,  maj  be  «ufr 
cient  for  the  purposes  indicated,  yet  the  excessive  snbdiviiiofl 
of  appropriations,  each  restricted  closely  to  its  own  indifitittW 
object,  gives  rise  to  great  inconvenience  in  adniinistering  tto 
expenditure. 
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Besides  the  fact  that  a  great  deal  of  work,  on  the  part  of 
aiigineers  and  snperintendentR,  as  well  as  clerks,  is  needed  to 
keep  separate  accounts  of  these  varions  fnnds,  it  makes  neces- 
sary the  employment  of  a  greater  supervisory  force  on  the 
different  works,  thus  resulting  in  a  greater  actual  expense. 
For  instance,  a  foreman  on  maintenance  cannot  be  utilized  on 
the  work  of  construction,  or  vise  versa — a  measure  often 
desirable  on  the  moment — without  some  formal  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Board,  or  an  executive  officer,  effecting  his  transfer, 
which  involves,  sometimes,  considerable  delay. 

Moreover,  although  the  requirements  of  the  different  pur- 
poses are  calculated  as  nearly  as  practicable  beforehand,  it  is 
almost  inevitable  that  there  will  be  in  some  cases  a  deficiency 
and  in  others  an  excess  over  the  amount  asked  for.  Hence 
irises  the  necessity  of  frequent  applications  for  transfers  of 
I  appropriation,  with  all  the  delay  and  difficulty  attendant  upon 
r       them. 

All  these  disadvantages  arise  from  the  separation  of  these 
^  accounts,  which  is  of  no  benefit  to  the  Department,  and  ap- 
\      paars  arbitrary  and  without  adequate  reason. 

As  a  measure,  therefore,  of  obviating  tjiesa  difficulties,  I 
I  Wonld  suggest  that  the  accounts  above  mentioned  be  consoli- 
I  dated  into  one.  Their  objects  are  manifestly  of  a  kindred 
I  BatarCy  and  could  be  comprised  under  some  designation 
^  as  "  For  Labor,  Maintenance,  Supplies,  Construction  and 
^     Bepairs." 

I  This  change  would  certainly  reduce  the  labor  necessary, 
t  more  even,  in  the  Finance  Department  than  in  this,  would 
prevent  confusion  in  the  accounts,  promote  economy  in  the 
administration  of  the  expenditure,  and  facilitate  the  progress 
of  the  work.  The  supervisory  force  employed  could  then  be 
utilized  without  delay  or  formality  upon  any  section  of  the 
^ork  included  in  the  various  accounts,  and  expenses  be  cur- 
*ftiled.    Transfers  of  appropriation,  now  frequently  of  abso- 
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late  necessity,  would  be  avoided,  for  the  whole  amouiit  in  bn 
beiii£;  applicable  to  the  purposes  specified,  it  could  be  exaa 
apportioned,  according  to  the  necessities  of  the  case,  as  ( 
discretion  of  the  Commissioners  might  determine. 

To  deny  them  such  an  exercise  of  judgment  as  is  implied 
this  change,  and  to  restrict  them  in  the  rigid  manner  est^ 
lished  b;  this  subdivision,  is  not  only  to  hamper  and  discoj 
mode  the  business  of  maintenance  and  construction,  but 
suppose  the  Commissioners  exceedingly  incapable  of  di£C| 
tion;  and  I  am  willing  to  assume  the  responsibility  tha^* 
this  latitude,  necessary  to  a  smooth  and  economical  admini 
tration  of  business,  is  allowed  them,  it  will  result  in  unmi: 
advantage  to  the  Department.

That  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  street,  the  northerly  boundar) 
of  the  Central  Park,  is  the  only  street  in  that  neigbborbool 
raaniog  across  and  giving  free  access  from  the  East  Biver  ta 
the  Riverside  Park ; 

That  by  reason  of  the  bailding  of  a  railroad  throagh  thai 
street  it  must  soon  become  a  street  of  great  traffic ; 

That  the  widening  of  streets  surrounding  the  parks  of  thi^ 
city  has  in  each  instance  proved  a  wise  measara  and  of  groat 
benefit  to  the  city ; 

That  in  consideration  of  the  park  sidewalk  on  One  Haodr^

The  act  provides  (as  was  proper  and  necessary  in  this 
particular  work)  that  the  aTennes  surrounding  the  park  should 
be  first  completed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and 
that  the  approaches  and  ornamentation  connected  with  the 
retainmg-walls  should  be  done  at  the  same  time  by  the  Faifc 
Departmeot. 

2.  The  avenues  bordering  the  park  have  now  b^en  bailt; 
the  bays  extending  into  the  park  have  been  constructed ;  and 
the  steps  and  approaches  to  the  park  are  under  way.  Eooogli 
funds  should  be  provided  the  coming  year  to  complete  thi 
work  connected  with  the  avenues  and  approaches,  and  lo 
complete,  according  to  the  plans,  such  portions  of  the  interior 
of  the  park  as  are  connected  with  the  steps  and  entrances. 

3.  If  the  city  was  not,  like  other  corporations,  devoid  of  • 
soul,  it  might  be  proper  to  refer  your  Honorable  Body  to  tbe 
fact  of  the  great  injustice  to  the  neighboring  property-owners,

Moruingside  Park  was  laid  out  under  Chapter  697  of  the 
Laws  of  1867.

4.  MorDingside  Park  is  the  largest  park  in  the  city  next  to 
!3entral  Park.  It  is  located  in  the  midst  of  a  rapidly-growing 
leighborhood,  and  its  completion  in  the  near  fatare  is  im- 
>eratiTely  demanded.  The  property-owners  bordering  on  it 
jre  ready  to  build  as  soon  as  it  is  pnt  in  order,  and  by  it  the 
leighboring  lots  will  be  greatly  enhanced  in  yalne.  I  think  it 
irobable  that  the  total  cost  of  completing  this  park  in  the 
'617  best  manner  would  be  repaid  to  the  city  immediately  by 
he  increased  value  of  the  adjoining  lots  for  the  purpose  of 
azation.

The  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correction  estinate 
that  tho  sum  of  $1,794,518,50  will  be  required  for  their  Dep^i^- 
ment  for  the  jear  1885. 
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Of  this  amount,  thej  require  for  supplies  $1,075,110.60. 

The  amount  of  supplies  and  frlio  amount  required  for  the 
same  must  necessarilj  be  based  upon  two  contingencies : 

FiBST. — The  total  number  of  inmates  to  be  provided  for. 

Second. — The  quantities  and  cost  of  provisions,  etc.,  con- 
tsnmed  by  these  inmates. 

From  the  statistics  of  these  institutions,  it  appears  that  the 
yearly  addition  to  the  number  of  inmates  seldom  varies,  and 
that  during  the  past  ten  years  it  has  increased  thirty  per  cenL^ 
►r  an  average  of  three  per  cent,  annually.  The  estimated  in- 
crease of  inmates  for  the  year  1885  can,  therefore,  be  approxi- 
ated  almost  to  a  certainty  by  adding  to  the  census  of  1884 
;he  annual  natural  increase.  In  fact,  ehould  the  coming  year 
rove  an  exception  and  the  census  of  these  institutions  show 
>otible  the  average  of  former  years,  or  six  per  cent.,  the  total 
amber  of  inmates  would  only  be  increased  by  703,  or  a  total 
f  12,428,  as  compared  with  the  average  from  October  1, 1883, 
KJ  October  1,  1884,  which  is  11,725.  This  does  not  include 
officers  and  employees,  some  of  whom  are  fed  by  the  Depart- 
ent,  but  their  number  is  comparatively  small  and  does  not

The  act  referred  to  provides   for  the  presentation  to  the 

rd  of  Eetiraate  and  Apportionment  bj  the  sheriflf  of  an  es- 
ttmate  of  the  amounts  which  he  deems  necessary  for  defraying, 
daring  the  ensuing  year,  those  objects  of  expenditure  connected 
with  his  office  which  aie  by  law  made  a  charge  upon  the  city 
and  county. 

It  is  further  made  the  doty  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  in  making  their  provisional  and  final  estimates, 
to  consider  such  estimates  presented  by  the  sheriff,  and  to  pro- 
^de  for  the  varinus  objects  of  expenditure  therein  specified* 

This  statement  apparently  answers  the  inquiry  of  the  resolu- 
tion, but  I  infer  that  the  particular  question  as  to  which  the 
Soard  desires  information  is,  whether,  in  determiniug  the 
mmount  to  bo  allowed  for  these  items  in  the  final  estimate, they 
lb  all  provide  for  compensation  to  the  bheiift  at  the  rates  in 
'orce  when  the  act  was  passed,  or  shall  prescribe  such  rates  of 
payment  only  (and  provide  therefor)  as  in  their  judgment  may 
Seem  necessary  and  sufficient. 

It  was  undoubtedl}^  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  pro- 
Tide  that  hereafter  the  rates  of  charge  for  the  various  services 
of  the  sheriff  specitied  in  the  act  should  be  determined  by  the 
Bodrd  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  but  the  question  is  now 
raised,  as  I  am  informed,  as  to  whether,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  statute,  existing  rates  of  payment  may  be  changed  dur- 
ing the  term  of  the  particular  sheriff  who  was  the  incumbent 
of  the  office  when  the  act  was  passed* 
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Without  going  into  unnecessary  detail,  it  m  sufficient  testate 
that  the  rates  of  present  charge  are  fixed  by  two  separate  reso- 
lutions. The  one  (proYidiDg  for  the  support  of  prisoners  in 
the  county  jail)  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  Febru* 
ary  6,  1883,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  February  12,  18fii 
It  was  so  passed  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  250  of  the 
Laws  of  1875j  which  authorizes  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  in 
the  respective  counties  of  the  State  to  contract  mih  the  sheriJs 
thereof  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  such  prisoners. 

The  other  resolution  was  passed  January  21,  1876,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  January  27,  1875,  and  purported  to  fis* 
allow,  ratify  and  coofirna,  at  certain  specified  rates,  thecompes^ 
sation  for  certain  specified  services.  This  resolution  wss 
passed  under  the  authority  of  acts  which  provided  that  a 
reasonuble  conapensation  for  such  services  might  be  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

It  is  provided  in  the  Constitution,  Article  HE,  Section  19 
(adopted  May  17, 1875),  that  the  Legislature  "  should  not  pass 
any  local  bill  creating,  increasing  or  decreasing  the  fees,  per* 
centages  or  allowances  of  public  officers  during  the  term  for 
which  they  may  be  elected  or  appointed.** 

Chapter  297  of  the  Laws  of  1884  is  a  local  act,  and  I  under- 
stand it  is  contended  by  the  sheriff  that  it  cannot  be  construed 
so  as  to  effect  any  change  in  the  rate  of  his  compensation  dur- 
ing his  term  of  office  without  violating  the  provision  of  the 
Constitution  above  referred  to. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  urged  that  the  act  merely  transfen 
to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  the  power  to  d^ 
termine  the  reasonable  compensation  to  be  made  for  his  ser- 
vices, and  that  the  action  of  former  Boards  of  Saperrisors  is 
not  binding  upon  their  successors.

Sir, — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  29th  instant,  by  which 
I  am  informed  of  the  following  facts : 

1.  That,  by  resolution  passed  December  5, 18S4,  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  authorized  the  sum  of  $GO0,0UO 
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to  be  expended  for  the  erection  of  armories  for  the  Eighth  and 
Twenty-second  Regiments,  "  when  the  money  is  raised  from 
the  sale  of  bonds  for  that  purpose." 

2.  That  the  Eighth  and  Twenty-second  Begiments  and  the 
Armory  Board  request  the  Comptroller  and  the  Board  ol 
Apportionment  to  include  said  sum  in  the  Final  Estimate 
and  tax  levy  for  1885. 

Tou  then  inquire : 

1.  "  Can  the  Comptroller  and  Board  of  Apportionment  do 
anything  to  raise  all  of  said  sum  by  immediate  taxation  ?" 

2.  "  If  yes,  can  this  still  be  done  by  them  in  the  Final  Esti- 
mate now  being  made  for  1885,  no  mention  of  such  an  item 
having  been  made  in  the  late  Comptroller's  Departmental 
Provisional  Estimate  for  said  year,  or  in  the  Provisional  Es- 
timate considered  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  1885  ?" 

By  Section  3  of  Chapter  91  of  the  Laws  of  1881,  it  is  provided 
that  if  the  A'rmory  Board  approve  the  demands  of  command- 
ants of  regiments,  etc.,  that  Board  shall  make  their  recom- 
mendation to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and,  ii 
said  Commissioners  concur  in  such  recommendation  they  shall 
specify  the  sum  to  be  appropriated,  which  sum  shall  be  in- 
serted by  the  Comptroller  in  his  Departmental  Estimate;  and 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  is  authorized  and  directed  to  include 
such  sura  in  the  Final  Estimate  for  the  tnx  levy  for  the  uexl 
ensuing  year,  or  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  may, 
in  their  discretion,  direct  the  Comptroller  to  issue  bonds,  re- 
deemable within  a  specified  period,  in  such  amount-^?  as  shall 
be  necessary  to  provide  such  sums,  or  any  part  thereof. 

It  is  evident  by  these  provisions  the  Legislature  intended 
to  vest  in  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  a  discretion 
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to  determine  whether  the  expenditure  authorized  by  the  act 
should  be  an  immediate  burden  upon  the  taxpayers  of  the  city, 
or  whether  such  burden  should  be  postponed  by  means  of 
borrowing  money  upon  the  bonds  authorized  by  the  act. 

In  the  present  instance  it  seems  that  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Siuking  Fund  have,  in  their  discretion,  determined  that 
the  expenditure  ought  not  to  be  added  to  the  tax  levy  of  the 
year  1S85,  and  their  approval  of  the  purpose  to  erect  the 
armories  in  question  is  qualified  by  the  limitation  that  the  ex- 
penditure shall  be  made  when  the  money  is  raised  from  the 
sale  of  the  bonds. 

It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  it  is  only  necessary  that  I 
should  answer  the  first  of  the  questions  propounded. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that,  since  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fuud  have  limited  their  approval  to  the  expenditure 
proposed,  b}*  the  condition  that  the  money  shall  be  raised 
from  the  sale  of  bonds,  the  amount  thereof  cannot  be  legally 
included  in  the  tax  levy  of  1885.

Gentlemen, — On  behalf  of  the  Memorial  Committee  of  the 
Orand  Army  of  the  Republic,  representing  the  forty-five  posts 
of  that  order  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Now  York,  I  respect- 
fully petition  your  Honorable  Body  to  appropriate  for  the  en-

celebration  of  Memorial  Day.  There  were  no  unexpended 
balances  available,  and  therefore  the  Memorial  Committee 
have  been  obliged  to  pay  certain  expenses  which  ought  reason- 
ably to  be  a  public  charge,  out  of  the  funds  which  they  would 
otherwise  devote  to  the  relief  of  destitute  soldiers.  The
